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• Daily newspapers have been 
carrying some bad news during 
the past week— at least its bad 
news for newspapers. Newsprint 
has gone up $5 per ton at New 
York. But this price rise by the 
time it gets throught the paper 
houses, etc., means that come 
January when we receive 
our 
next newsprint shipment, we’ll 
be paying an additional $10 per 
ton. 
This newsprint, which you’re 
looking at may only cost $131 
per ton as of November I, in 
New York, but when other costs 
particularly freight is added in, 
the price will be $237 per ton, 
FOB Decatur. 
The price rise isn’t unexpect­ 
ed. Every other kind of paper 
has gone up about four times in 
the past year, a total of about 
15 per cent. 
The price is brought 
about, 
particularly, 
by 
t h e 
current 
newsprint shortage. At present 
newsprint is rationed, much the 
same as it was 
in 
1947. 
The 
mills are presently able to pro­ 
duce only about as much as is 
being 
u s e d 
by 
newspapers. 
There’s even a “ gray” market 
today in newsprint.

He 
thought people's bodies were im­ 
portant enough to be sound and 
well. 
He never thought of him­ 
self as so “ spiritual’’ he could 
be indifferent to People’s phys­ 
ical needs and pains. Wherever 
he went, he brought health with 
him. We do not fully understand 
how he did this, but the Chris­ 
tian church has taken the cue 
from Jesus here. The tremend­ 
ous development of hospitals in 
America and over the world is 
not today all in the hands of 
Christians 
or 
religious 
people; 
I but it was religious people who 
started this kind of thing. 
The 
church of today is beginning to 
I see how much harm another kind 


I of .illness does, and to work at 
curing mental diseases. 
Com­ 
pare 
a 
Christian 
country like 
ours with a non-Christian coun­ 
try like Korea where the total 
Christian population is less than 
six per cent. There a cripple 
has ordinarily been something to 


laugh 
at. 
No one 
would 
give 
him a job, no one bothered with 
him. 
All he could do was beg, 
as he crawled or sat in the dust. 
Now, 
Christian hospitals 
there 
have 
been doing 
a 
work the 
heathen world never thought of, 
—rehabilitating amputees, 
mak­ 
ing it possible for them to be 
self-respecting 
persons 
again. 
Christianity is teaching Korea a 
lesson. Where once diseases of all 
sorts were taken as a matter of 
course, Christian doctors and hos­ 
pitals have shown the way to 
national health. 


Healing Souls 
Some people think that if a 
man is healthy that is enough. If 
a man’s body is all right, he is 
all right. Christians know bet­ 
ter—because Christ has 
shown 
us. Jesus did not think he had 
done all he could for a man if 
he got him on his feet, literally. 
Long before modern medicine re­ 
discovered the fact, Jesus knew 
that men’s most serious diseases 
are in their souls. He was the 
Friend of Man,—but not friend I 
of their bodies alone. Hospitals 
today are more and more making 
use of chaplains, of counselors— 
and that is another Christian idea. 
In 
every mission hospital the 
medical missionary is an evan­ 
gelist too. 


What Friendship Means 
To 
Jesus, 
friendship 
meant 
something deeper than what oft­ 
en goes by that name. How many 
people are “friends” only with 
the strong, the successful! How 
many people will be friendly only 
to those 
who can give them a 
lift up the ladder of ambition! 
This 
is 
the friendliness 
of 
a 
mosquito, who will stick close to 
you, but not with any notion of 
doing you good. Then again, a 
common 
idea of being 
friendly 
is to take other people without 
criticism, take them as they are. 
A word much in use with psychol- 
| ogists, psychiatrists and counsel­ 
ors nowadays is 
“ acceptance.’’ 
Now Jesus accepted all kinds of 
persons who were by everyone 
else rejected—lepers, tax collec­ 
tors, 
the “ lower classes,” 
for­ 
eigners. But while Jesus opened 
his heart to these people, in the 
very act of acceptance he changed 
them. 
Some “ friends” are like 
chameleons that take the color 
of whatever they lie on. Jesus 
never changed his own colors. 
He was the friend of sinners, in­ 
deed; but by being their friend 
he led them out of their sins. To 
be Christlike in friendship is to 
have a goodness that is contagi­ 
ous.

For this reason the apostles 
were commissioned to “Go into all the world, and preach the 
gospel to every creature.” (Mk. 16:15) The New Testam ent 
was written and preserved for the very 
same 
reason. 
John 
says, “And many other signs truly did Jesus In the presence of 
his disciples, which are not w ritten in this book: But these are 
w ritten, th a t ye might believe th a t Jesus is the Christ, the Son 
of God; and th at believing ye m ight have 
life 
through 
his 
nam e.” (Jno. 20:30,21) 


Jam es speaks of the hearing of God’s Word when he m akes 
this statem ent: “ Of his own will began he us with the word 
of tru th , th at we should be a kind of firstfruits of his crea­ 
tu res.” (Jam es 1:18) Jesus taught th a t the word is the seed. 
(Lk. 8:11 In I P eter 1:23 we are told th a t the W ord of God 
is incorruptible seed. Thus when a good and honest heart hears 
the Word, the seed being planted in his heart, he is thereby 
begotten again. This Will ultim ately lead to his being “ born 
again.” 


T hus we have learned these truths: ( I) One m ust hear God’s 
W ord in order to be saved. (2) F aith comes by hearing this 
W ord. T hat means that God doesn’t in some miraculous or su­ 
pernatural way separate and apart from the W ord give man 
faith. (3) Only by hearing the pure and unadulterated Word 
of God can one be saved. Jesus says the tru th wilt m ake one 
free. (Jno. 8:32) E rror or false teaching has never and shall 
never save anyone. HAVE YOU HEARD GOD’S W ORD??

Two youths, Billy Finlayson, 
14, and Eddie Wright, 12, were 
sitting in a car across the street 
from the bank and noticed the 
robber make his exhft. 
They asked what was going 
on and when informed the bank 
had been robbed 
chased 
the 
gunman. 
The two boys lost the car in 
a chase over rural roads. 
“ He was really wheelin' and 
dealln’,” young Wright said. 
Sheriff Ramsey said 
Burk 
said he hid the pistol under a 
tree just outside of town and 
then went to a near-by relative’s 
home where he hid the cap and 
sweat shirt. 
Within an hour after the rob­ 
bery, there were enough law en­ 
forcement officers in Rhome to 
arrest a dozen bank robbers. 
There were sheriff’s deputies 
from Tarrant, Denton, Wise and 
State Highway Patrolmen and 
Dallas Counties, Texas Rangers 
FBI agents from Fort Worth, 
Wichita Falls and Dallas. 
Officers said Burk was born 
in Rhome and has several rela­ 
tives living around 
here. 
He 
said he currently is under or­ 
ders to report to a California 
airbase for shipment overseas. 
He has been in the Air Force 
since April 13. He formerly was 
stationed at Amarillo Air Force 
Base. 
Burk denied having any prev­ 
ious police record.
